An open letter to Forrest Claypool who last wccA: was named CTA 
president by Mayor-elect Rahni Emanuel 

Dear Forrestj 

First, congratulations on your new appointment. This position, 
overseeing a system that provides nearly 2 million rides on an average 
weekday promises to be challenging. 

TSjuVc coming to the CTA at a tenuous time. Service cuts and fare 
hikes are still on the table for next year, and riders are concerned 
about their personal safety in the wake of a rash of iPhone thefts and 
train safety after a Brown Line switching problem cut train service 
near the Belmont station for more than two hours on April 19. 

^uVe served as Cook County commissioner and Park District 
superintendent, so you’re more than familiar with Chicago. But since 
you’re new to public transit. Going Public asks for your attention, 
please, to the three Ls of successfully running the “E’ (and bus) system. 

» Look for creative solutions. Chicago needs to find new ways to 
raise money for CTA infrastructure and technology improvements. 
The agency’s 2009 agreement with Apple to provide millions of dol- 
lars for a face-lift of the North/Clybourn Red Line station in exchange 
for leasing CTA land was groundbreaking— but there hasn’t been a 
similar deal since. Look to corporations and organizations to adopt 
stations and find money to tap through grants and lobbying Spring- 
field and Washington. 

» Learn the system. He typically drives to work, but your predeces- 
sor, Rich Rodriguez, makes a point to ride the trains as frequently as 
possible during the workday He’s hard to miss, since he sometimes 
wears a bright red CTA hat while he rides. Also, he’s known for pains- 
takingly picking up garbage off the trains and platforms. 

Riding the system often will allow you to assess station conditions 
firsthand, mingle with riders and learn their behavior and evaluate 
whether any routes need to be tweaked— knowledge that will help in 
budget negotiations. 

» Listen to your workers and riders. Last year’s service cuts and 
worker layoffs show the importance of developing a relationship with 
the transit unions. Meet with them early and try to find common 
ground. 

Also, pay attention to rider feedback. Riders regularly send the 
CTA and GP emails with suggestions to improve service and prob- 
lems to troubleshoot. Take time to personally respond if you can. 

It also may help if you embarked on a transit listening tour, visit- 
ing CTA stations and meeting riders, following in the footsteps of 
Emanuel, who spent much of his campaign talking to commuters at 
transit stations across the city 

At the end of the day, riders just want a system that’s accessible, safe 
and reliable. Tour cooperation is requested.

Who ya gonna watch? 

Overlap of Bulls and Hawks games tests Chicago fans’ loyalties

When the Bulls and the Blackhawks compete in 
season-defining games Tuesda}^ die-hard Chicago 
sports fan Scott McGoon won’t have to decide be- 
tween the teams. 

He and his friends and family will be watching 
both, at once, through a split-screen feature on his 
high-definition Samsung. 

“I couldn’t choose between watching one game 
over the other,” McGoon said. “The picture-in- 
picture option kind of sold my ‘man den’ for ev- 
eryone.” 

The Bulls will play Indiana at 7 p.m. and could 
clinch the playoff series. The Blackhawks, mean- 
while, are set to face Vancouver at 9 p.m. in a do- 
or-die Game 7. 

The possibility of game-time overlap has left 
many fans negotiating their loyalties. 

If Karen Mata, for instance, wants to watch the 
Bulls, she will have to do so from her bedroom. 
Her husband will be watching the Blackhawks on 
their main TV, she said. 


“My husband is a huge Blackhawks fan, he hol- 
lers and yells,” Mata said, laughing. “So we try not 
to get near him during games.” 

Sports bars and restaurants in Chicago also are 
preparing to accommodate the expected dual- 
sport fan rush. 

Some boasting multiple TVs will switch a few 
screens to the Blackhawks game but likely will 
keep the sound on the Bulls game until it is over. 

“Each bar will have to take the temperature of 
the [crowd],” said Ryan Indovina, director for the 
Four Corners Tavern Group. “[But] if people want 
to listen to the Bulls win a series, I think Chicago 
fans are patient enough and understand that one 
will come after the other.” 

Others, however, plan to go directly to hockey if 
the Bulls game is not close. If both games intensify 
at the same time, Danny Hickey, general manger 
of Hawkeye’s Bar & Grill, said he may turn the vol- 
ume off in an effort not to favor either fan base. 

“We’ll have to play it by ear [to keep] these two 
worlds from colliding,” Hickey said.

The last time crooks broke into Jay Han’s 
beauty supply store, they made off with 
cash. 

Early Easter morning, some enterprising 
thieves made off with more valuable loot: 
Nearly $80,000 worth of human hair. 

The break-in occurred early Sunday in 
the rear of Beauty One, 616 W Roosevelt 
Road, and was captured on videotape. 

Han, 52, who has had the shop in the 
same location for more than six years, said 
he believes the thieves knew just how valu- 
able the hair could be on the underground 
market. 

The tresses, which are packaged with 
brand names such as Indi-Remy Saga Hair 
and Bohyme Hair, are used to braid hair 
and for hair extensions especially in the 
African-American community, Han said. 

He said the thieves targeted the most 
expensive brands, which are more durable 
and comfortable, and left behind poorer 
quality synthetic locks. They also made off 
with other hair products. 

“They know, because they have a wife 
and they know what they do to beautify 
their hairstyles and how they invest their 
money to buy hair,” Han said. “They knew 
that there is a difference between synthetic 
hair. 

“They didn’t touch money They did bet- 
ter.”

Prosecutors mad about Maddow

Rod Blagojevich has been 
warned by a federal judge 
about the perils of popping 
off to the media about his 
innocence, and on Monday 
prosecutors in the former 
governor’s corruption trial 
served notice they want to 
use one of his TV interviews 
against him. 

The interview occurred 
on “The Rachel Maddow 
Show” on MSNBC just 
days before Illinois lawmak- 
ers removed Blagojevich 
from office in late January 
2009. The talk show host 
asked Blagojevich whether 
it would be wrong or crimi- 
nal to trade his power to 
fill a U.S. Senate vacancy in 
exchange for something of 
value for himself 


OPRAH IN 
THE WAY? 

After two days of jury 
selection, 25 prospec- 
tive panelists have 
survived the initial 
cuts, though no one 
has yet been picked to 
decide Blagojevich’s 
fate. 

Among those still 
in the running is one 
woman whose main 
issue with serving is 
that she would miss 
the May 10 taping of 
Oprah Winfrey’s show. 

U.S. District Judge 
James Zagel said he 
might fix the problem 
by canceling court 
that day, although he 
conceded “that seems 
a little over the top.” 


“Oh, absolutely,” Blagojevich answered, according to 
a transcript in a new court filing from prosecutors. He 
went on to say he had “absolutely not” done anything 
improper. 

Blagojevich faces a wide array of corruption charges, 
including allegations that he tried to sell the Senate 
seat left open after Barack Obama’s election to the 
presidency in 2008. 

Now prosecutors are seeking to play the Maddow re- 
cording, arguing it is important because Blagojevich’s 
attorneys at his first trial insisted that Blagojevich had 
no knowledge that he might be doing anything crimi- 
nal related to the Senate appointment since none of his 
attorneys advised him so at the time. 

The 16 -second Maddow clip was not played at 
Blagojevich’s first trial, which ended last summer with 
jurors deadlocked on all but one guilty count. Prosecu- 
tors also never had the opportunity to use it to help 
cross-examine the former governor because he aban- 
doned earlier plans to take the witness stand in his own 
defense. 



4 charged with ties to terror group

Three weeks before the start of perhaps the most 
significant terrorism trial ever in Chicago, fed- 
eral prosecutors unsealed charges Monday against 
four additional defendants for allegedly plotting 
the 2008 terrorist attacks in Mumbai, India, that 
killed more than 160 people. 

The four— all considered fugitives— have alleged 
links to Lashkar e Tayyiba, a Pakistani-based ter- 
rorist group, and the prosecution’s key witness has 


linked one of them to Pakistan’s intelligence service. 
The new charges come as Chicagoan Tahawwur 
Hussain Rana faces a federal trial May 16 on charges 
he provided support to members of Lashkar as they 
planned the Mumbai attacks and a plot on a Den- 
mark newspaper that wasn’t carried out. 

Among the new defendants is a Pakistani iden- 
tified only by his alias of “Major Iqbal,” who was 
charged with planning and funding terrorist at- 
tacks carried out by Lashkar. 


The government has linked only Iqbal to Lash- 
kar. David Coleman Headley a U.S. citizen who 
pleaded guilty to conducting surveillance in ad- 
vance of the Mumbai attacks and is expected to 
be the prosecution’s star witness at trial, has iden- 
tified Iqbal as a member of the country’s Direc- 
torate for Inter-Services Intelligence, or ISI, ac- 
cording to court records. 

Rana’s lawyer, Charles Swift, said Monday his 
client denies the charges. 


Murder suspect 
arrested at 
Mexico border 

A man arrested in San 
Diego last week as he tried 
to enter the country from 
Mexico is believed to be a 
suspect in a 1994 murder 
in Chicago, authorities said 
Monday. U.S. Customs and 
Border Patrol officers at the 
San Ysidro Point of Entry 
took Alfredo Marin Ramirez, 
39, into custody Friday. 

Document: 

Chicago was 
terror target 

A U.S. military document 
posted on the Internet on 
Monday by WikiLeaks re- 
ports that former Chicago 
gang member Jose Padilla 
met with the mastermind of 
the Sept. 11 attacks, Khalid 
Shaikh Mohammed, in 2002 
and was ordered to find a 
terrorist target in Chicago. 

Girl, 11, injured 
in hit-and-run 

An 11-year-old girl was 
struck by a hit-and-run driv- 
er Sunday evening on the 
South Side.

Japan embraces quake app 


TOKYO In what has become an all- 
too-familiar experience in Tokyo, a 
crowded subway train screeches to a sud- 
den halt. From around the car, mobile 
phones start to ring. 

The sound is an emergency earthquake 
warning from an iPhone app that lets sub- 
scribers know when the quake will come, 
where the epicenter will be located and 
how strong the shaking will be. Often, 
seconds after the phone rings, the shaking 
starts. 

Following the devastating March ii 
earthquake and tsunami, which have left 
nearly 28,000 dead and missing, Japan has 
been hit by hundreds of aftershocks of

and railway firms, was released in 
November. Prior to March 11, there were 
100,000 subscribers to Yure Kuru. But 
now there are at least 1.5 million, and the 
company has stopped counting.

The app called Yure Kuru, or “shaking 
coming,” was developed by RC Solution, 
a Tokyo firm that specializes in providing 
disaster-related information services, such 
as relaying warnings or letting people con- 
firm the safety of friends and family 


“Emergency quake warnings began 
several years ago, but the equipment to 
receive them was quite expensive,” said 
Akira Kuriyama, president of RC Solution. 
“We wondered if there wasn’t a cheaper 
and easier way to provide this service, and 
we thought of smartphones.” 

The app is symbolized by a cartoon cat- 
fish, which, according to Japanese folk be- 
lief, are said to warn of quakes. 

“We’re very happy to be of service,” 
Kuriyama said. ‘Among other things, there 
still isn’t a lot of understanding about the 
quake warning. If our app helps more 
people learn about this and increases their 
safety, we’ll be pleased.”

Again, for the fourth time, the Blackhawks face 
the prospect of postseason elimination Tuesday 
night when they drop the puck with the Canucks 
at Rogers Arena in Vancouver in a Game 7 drip- 
ping with juicy storylines. 

Will the Canucks crumble under the goalie 
controversy created when Roberto Luongo 
was pulled in favor of Cory Schneider in Game 
6, only to get his job back when Schneider was 
hurt?

“This one is minor. Pm just happy the trainers 
have been making sure Pm getting my treatment, 
and it's coming along fine.” 

Coach Tom Thibodeau and Rose's teammates 
expect him to play and respect that, for the second 
straight opportunity, he didn't blame his 6-for-22 


performance in Game 4 on his ankle. 

“In the NBA these days, it's really popular to milk 
your injuries and let everyone know you're hurt, let 
everyone know how much pain you're playing in,” 
Kyle Korver said* “That's not Derrick at all. He's got 
huge heart* He's shown it all year, 

“He's tough* He doesn't ever complain. He's 
played so many minutes. He's played with injuries 
you guys don’t know about. That's something that 
as a teammate you really respect.” 

T'he Pacers have fouled Rose hard and aggressive- 
ly trapped him, using long-armed defenders such 
as Paul George and Dahntay Jones.
